The years 1684 and 1685 were years of terrible 
suffering to the Covenanters. The history of these 
years is written in letters of blood, and they were 
emphatically called, by the sufferers, The. killing 
time. The savage ruffians, who were scouring the 
country like incarnate demons, hunted, the poor 
helpless victims of their cruelty like wild beasts, 
over moors and mountains, if they met with a per¬ 
son who refused to answer their questions, or who 
did not satisfy them in their answers; or it they I 
found another reading the Bible; or observed a third [ 
apparently alarmed or attempting to escape, they 
reckoned all such persons fanatics, and in many in¬ 
stances shot them dead on the spot. The devil had 
gone forth, having great wrath, as if knowing that 
his time was short. Patrick Walker remarks, that 
during these two years, eighty persons were shot in 
the fields, in cold blood; and he further says, 
“ Since that time, some that write of court affairs of 
Britain for twenty of these years, assert that the ve¬ 
ry design of that killing time was to provoke the 
Lord’s people in the west of Scotland to rise in arms 
in their own defence, as at Pentland, Bothwell, and 
Ayr's Moss, that they might get the sham occasion 
to raise fire and sword in the west, to make it a 
Mud ting-field, as the Duke of York had openly 
threatened, saying 1 There is no other way of room¬ 
ing fanaticism out of it.’ ” But whatever may be; 
to this, the ferocity of the persecutors had risen 
an unprecedented height, creating general alart

Margaret Wilson, the younger of 
tyrs, who was only about eighteen years of age at 
the time of her death, was daughter of Gilbert Wil¬ 
son, farmer, of Glenvernoek, the property of the 
Laird of Castle Stewart, in the parish of Penn 
in Wigtonshirc.

in the best condition, was well stocked with sheep 
and cattle. Both he and his wife were conformists 
to Prelacy, and regularly attended the ministry of 
the curate of Penningham ; nor could the govern¬ 
ment lay anything to their charge. Their children, 
however, which is rather remarkable, were, at an 
early age, not only well acquainted with the princi¬ 
ples of religion, but, contrary to the example of their 
parents, ardently attached t.o the persecuted faith 
and would on no consideration attend the ministry 
of the prelatie incumbent of that parish. On this 
account, though scarcely of such an age as rendered 
them obnoxious to the law, they were searched for; 
and, to secure their safety, were compelled to betake 
themselves, like many others, to the desert solitudes 
of the upper part of Galloway. They were, in fact, 
treated in every respect as outlaws. Their parents 
were forbidden, at their frighest peril, to harbour 
them, to supply their wants, or to have any inter¬ 
course with them ; and were even commanded so. 
far to disregard natural affeetion, as to lodge infor¬ 
mation against them, that they might be apprehend¬ 
ed. But the barbarous and unprincipled men 
wore ravaging Wigtonshire did not stop at 
Mr. Wilson being a man of substance, they looked 
with a greedy eye upon his wealth; and, notwith¬ 
standing his own compliance with Prelacy, fined him 
for the nonconformity of his children. In addition 
to this hp Was grievously harassed by parties of sol¬ 
diers, who, sometimes to the number of a hundred, 
would come to his house, and not only live at free 
quarters, but commit that wanton destruction upon 
his property to which, by the fierceness of their dis¬ 
positions, they were prompted. To liardships-of this 
nature he was subjected for several years; and these 
hardships, together with his frequent- attendance 
upon courts at Wigton, which was thirteen miles 
distant from his own house, and at Edinburgh, re¬ 
duced him from comparative affluence to poverty. 
So heavy, indeed, were his pecuniary losses—amount¬ 
ing, at a moderate calculation, to upwards of 5C" n 
marks—that though, before being thus pillaged, 
was one of the most substantial men in that part of 
the country, he died about the year 1T04 or 1705, 
in destitution, and his widow, who was alive in 1711, 
then very aged, subsisted upon the charity of her 
friends. This is one instance, among many others 
which might be adduced, in which persons of pro¬ 
perty, against whose loyalty and religion the Go¬ 
vernment had nothing to ol, ject, were exp; dtothe 
spoliation of their goods, and were ev 
reduced to absolute penury, for the _.. 
those connected with them, and over whom .hej had 
often no control. Loyal and conforming pal. life 
were fined, and otherwise punished, for thi jjj 
formity of their children ; 1 yal an 1 confers 0

Conformists to Prelacy, and such as wero not. 

Margaret Wilson, and lie: sister, Agnes, whi 
then only about thirteen years of age, at length tell 
into the hands of the persecutors. In the beginning 
of the year 1685, these two girls, to secure the’ 
safety, wero obliged to leave for some time their f 
ther’s house, and, in company with their brother, 
youth of not more than sixteen years of age, ai 
other persecuted wanderers, to seek shelter in the 
mosses, mountains, id c.va of Carrick, Nithsilale, 
and Galloway, tin the dc..,h of Charles II., when 
the persecution wa9 for n brief period relaxed, the 
two sisters, leaving "their hiding-phi ros. ventured *~ 
come secretly to Wigton, to visit some of their f 
low-sufferers in the same cause, and particularly tho 
aged Margaret M'Lauchlan, whom they greatly 
loved, and who was well qualified to minister com¬ 
fort and counsel to them under their troubles. Here 
both of them were discovered and made prisoners 
through the treachery of a man named Patrick 
Stuart, with whom they were personally acquainted, 
and who professed to take a deep and friendly in¬ 
terest in their welfare. This base fellow, from what 
motive it is not saiJ, but doubtless either from pure 
malignity of disposition, or from the love of the pal¬ 
try wages given to informers, purposed to betray 
these friendless and unsuspecting girls. To find 
some plausible ground of complaint against them, he, 
with much apparent kindness, invited them to go 
with him and partake of some refreshment, which 
being brought, he proposed that they should drink 
the King's health. This, as ho probably anticipated, 
from what he knew of their character, they modest¬ 
ly declined to do; upon which he left them, r~’ 
immediately proceeded to the authorities of Wigt 
to lodge information against them A party of sol¬ 
diers was forthwith despatched to apprehend them. 
The two girls were east into that abominable place 
called “ the thieves’ hole,” and after lying there for 
some time, were removed to the prison in which their 
beloved friend, Margaret M’Lauchlan, who had been 
apprehended about the same time, or very shortly 
after, was confined, and of whom wo now proeeed to 
give some account. 


parish^ of Kirkinner, in the shire of Galloway, 
in the farm of Drumjargan, belonging to Colo¬ 
nel Vans, of Barnbarroch; and she had now near¬ 
ly reached the venerable age of seventy. She 
was a plain countrywoman, but superior to mosl 
women of her station in religious knowledge 
blameless in her deportment, and a pattern of virtue 
and piety. Being strictly Presbyterian in her prin¬ 
ciples, she had regularly absented herself from hear¬ 
ing the curate of the parish of Kirkinner; she hal 
also attended the sermons of tho proscribed minis¬ 
ters, and had afforded shelter and relief to her per¬ 
secuted nonconforming relations and acquaint¬ 
ances in their wanderings and distresses. Honour¬ 
able as was all this to her character, it was, in those 
days of oppression, regarded as highly criminal; and, 
on this account, she suffered much in her property, 
and at last was apprehended on the Sabbath-day, 
when engaged in the exercise of family worship in 
her own dwelling, the day of rest being now the sea¬ 
son when the persecutors were most active in search- 
mg for “ the fanatics,” and often most successful in 
discovering them. She was immediately Carried to 
prison, in which she lay for a long time, and was 
treated with great harshness, not being allowed a 
fire to warm her, nor a bed upon which to lie, nor 
even an adequate supply of food to satisfy the crav¬ 
ings of nature. 

When Margaret M’Lauchlan, Margaret Wilson, 
and her sister, were apprehended, it was demanded 
of them, as a test of their loyalty, that they should 
swear the abjuration oath. This was an oath ab¬ 
juring a manifesto published by the “ Society Peo¬ 
ple,” or the Cameramans, on the 8tli of Nove — L — 
1684, entitled “ The Apologetic Declaration an 
monitory Vindication of the True Presbytevi: 
the Church of Scotland, especially anted Intel- 
ligenoerB and Informers.” In this manifesto, after 
expressing their adherence to their former declara¬ 
tions, in which they disowned the aothorii 
Charles Stuart, and declared war against him 
Jlis accomplices; and after testifying that they

the footsteps and discover to the soldiers the hiding 
places of men whom intolerable oppression had

paper, as to leave their parishes and seek safety else¬ 
where for a time. 

On the government the effect was different. It 
roused their fury to the utmost height. On the 22d 
of November, they passed an act, which Wodrow 
justly calls a “bloody act," ordaining “every per¬ 
son, who own or will not disown the late treasonable 
declaration upon oath, whether they have arms or 
not, to be immediately put to death; there being 
present two witnesses, and the person or persons 
having commission for that effect” — an act on 
which is to be charged the blood of not a few who 
were shot in the fields by officers, and even by pri¬ 
vate sentinels, who pretended to he invested with 
such powers. On the following day, they gave com¬ 
mission, with a justiciary power, to certain noble¬ 
men, gentlemen, and military officers, to convocate 
all the inhabitants, men and women above fourteen 
years of age, in certain parishes named, to execute, 
by military commission upon the place, such of 
them as owned the “ late traitorous declaration; ” 
and also to execute the sentence of death on such as 
refused to disown it, after trying them by a jury. 
An oath was also framed abjuring the “Apologetic 
Declaration,” and hence called “the abjuration 
oath,” which all, both men and women, above the 
age of sixteen years, were required to swear, under 
the pains of high-treason. 

Margaret M’Lauehlan, and the two youthful sis¬ 
ters, Margaret and Agnes Wilson, refused to swear 
the abjuration oath. They were accordingly brought 
to a formal trial before Sir Robert Grierson of Lagg, 
Colonel David Graham (brother to the bloody Cla- 
verhouse), Major Windram, Captain Strachan, and 
Provost Cultrain, at Wigton, on the 13th of April, 
1685. In their indictment, they were charged with 
being at the battle of Bothwell-hridge, at the skir¬ 
mish of Ayr’s Moss, at twenty field conventicles, 
and at an equal number of house conventicles. The 
first two charges were notoriously false. None of 
the panels had ever been within many miles of | 
either of these places. It is, besides, to bo noticed 
that at the time of the battle of Bothwell-hridge, the 
two girls were mere children (the one only about 
seven years of age, and the other only about elevei 
or twelve), while sixty-five years had passed ovei 
the head of the aged widow; and it cannot for i 
moment be supposed that two girls of so tender ai 
age, or that an humble, inoffensive female, who hat 
nearly reached the utmost limits of human earthly 
existence, could he concerned in that insurrer” 

The same remark applies to the skirmish at 
Moss, which took place only a little more tl 
year after the rising at Bothwell-hridge. The 
charges brought against these sufferers may have 
been true in part or in whole; hut ™,,i« 

proved against; them. Being again 
swear the abjuration oath, all of them refused to 
swear it; and this refusal seems to have been the 
main ground upon which they were condemned. 
After the mockery of a trial, a jury was found so 
unprincipled as to bring in a verdict of guilty 
against the., whole three; and the sentence pro¬ 
nounced upon them was, that, upon the 11th of 
May, they should be tied to stakes fixed within the 
flood-mark in the water of Blednoch, near Wigton, 
where the sea flows at high water, there to br 
drowned! They were commanded to receive then 
sentence on their bended knees ; and refusing t( 
kneel, they were pressed down by force till it wai 
pronounced. But they were by no means daunted, 
they heard the cruel sentence with much composure, 
and even with cheerful countenances, aecountir '' 
their honour that they were called to suffer in 
cause of Christ. 

This extraordinary sentence could not hut .... 
(luce gieat pAoiteuieui. in wigton, and the mends 
of the three females were plunged into the deepest 
distress. The afflicted father of the two girls, on 
going to Edinburgh, was allowed to purchase, at 
the price of one hundred pounds sterling, the life of | 
his younger daughter, in consequence of her tender 
age. When in Edinburgh, he would also, no doubt, 
use every means in his power to save the life of his 
other daughter; and' his intercessions, as we shall 
afterwards see, had a mollifying effect upon the 
members of the’ Privy Council. At the sam 
Margaret Wilson’s friends did all they could 
vail with her to swear the abjuration oath, 
promise to attend the ministry of the curate of the 
— : sh in which she lived, hut without effect; for by

With tl 
Christian meekness which formed so engaging 
feature in her character, she answed, “ I wish the 
salvation of all men, and the damnation of none.” 

“ Dear Margaret,” exclaimed a friend, deeply moved 
with pity, and anxious to save her life, “ say, God 
save the King! say, God save the King! ” With 
the greatest composure she replied, “ God, save him , 
if he will; for it is his salvation I desire.” Imme¬ 
diately her friends called out to Windram, “ Sir. 
she hath said it! she hath said it! ” But with this 
her murderers were not satisfied. Lagg, we are 
told, bellowed out, “ Damned bitch! we do not want 
such prayers; tender the oath to her; ” and Wind¬ 
ram, coming near her, demanded that she should 
swear the abjuration oath, else she should he again 
instantly cast into the sea. She needed not long *-■ 
deliberate; in an instant her resolve was taken, 
preferring to die rather than to do what she believed 
would be a denial of Christ and his truth, she firmly 
replied, “ I will Hot; I am one of Christ’s children: ‘ 
let me go.” And so, after her sufferings were thuf 
inhumanly protracted, and after being thus cruelly 
tantalized with the hope of life, she was, by Wind- 
ram’s orders, thrust into the waters, which speedily 
closed over her for the last time .—From “ The Ladies

Dt 
ring her imprisonment, she. wrote a long letter I 
her relations, highly honourable to her character. 
It was full of the deep and affecting sense which 
she had of God’s love to her soul, and expressed 
entire resignation to his sovereign disposal. It o 
contained a vindication of her refusal to save ] 
life by swearing the abjuration oath, and by 
gaging to conform to Prelaey—written with a 
geney of argument and a solidity of judgment far 
above her years and education. The aged Margaret 
M’Lauchlan, it would appear, exhibited in prison 
less heroic resolution than her youthful companion. 
She was induced to send a petition to the Privy 
Council, praying them to recall the sentence of| 
death pronounced upon her, acknowledging the 
justice of the sentence, and expressing her willing¬ 
ness to take the abjuration oath, and regularly to 
attend her parish church. 

But, notwithstanding a reprieve, these two women 
were, on the day appointed (the 11th of May), con- 
ducted from the tolbooth of Wigton to the place of 
execution, amid a numerous crowd of spectators, 
who had assembled to witness so unusual a sight.. 
They were guarded by Major Windrt 
company of soldiers, and, on arriving at the place, 
were fastened to stakes fixed in the sand, between j 
high and low water mark. Margaret M’Lauchlan, 
who is said to have now manifested great fortitude, 
though, when in prison, she had offered to m: 
concessions, was tied to the stake placed nearest 
advancing tide, that she might perish first, for the 
obvious purpose of terrifying into submission the 
younger sufferer, who was hound to a stake nearer 
the shore. The multitude looked on, thrilled with 
horror. The flood gradually made its way to 
aged matron, rising higher and higher at each 
cessive wave, “mounting up from knee, waist, 
breast, neck, chin, lip,” until it choked and over¬ 
whelmed her. Margaret Wilson witnessed the 
whole scene, and knew that she would soon share 
the same fate; but her steadfastness remained ui 
shaken: and so far from exhibiting any symptor 
of terror, she displayed a calm courage, rivalling 
that of the most intrepid martyrs. When her fel¬ 
low-sufferer was struggling in the waters with tl 
agonies of death, a heartless bystander, perhaps oi 
of the soldiers, asked the youthful Margaret, i 
whom the tide had not yet advanced so far, whi 
she thought of the spectacle before her. “ What do |

We may lairly conclude that most of our readers 
have by this time become acquainted with the details 
of the accounts brought from the Arctic seas by 
Captain Penny, of the proceedings of the exploring 
expedition in 1850-51, 

There are two points which mast have struck all 
•eaders of these despatches alike. The first is, the 
all-important evidence they supply that Sir John 
Franklin's expedition passed the winter of 1845-46 
in a cove between Cape Riley and Beechy Island, 
facing Lancaster Sound, i.e., at the eastern entrance 
of Wellington Strait. Secondly, that this discovery 
having been made by Captain Penny’s officers on the 
27th of August 1850, no further progress whatever 
in discovering any traces of the expedition has been 
made in 1851. 

But although, as far as concerns direct discovery 
of traces of the missing voyagers, the season of 1851 
—from the 17th of April, when the searching partit 
set out, down to the 12th of last August, when Ca; 
tain Penny sailed homeward, with his despatches— 
has proved a blank, yet in other respects it has led 
to resnlts which may prove of considerable impor¬ 
tance with a view to future operations. 

The exploration of Wellington Strait—that gr __ 
channel leading direct into the fastness of the North¬ 
ern seas—was entrusted to Captain Penny. The 
discovery in August 1850, of the winter quarters of 
Sir John Franklin at the entrance of this channel, 
added so much strength to the strong, a priori proba¬ 
bility in favour of Sir John’s having taken this dar¬ 
ing, adventurous, and hitherto untried route, as na¬ 
turally to make it the duty of the searching expedi¬ 
tions to investigate, with the utmost care, every nook 
and inlet of this unknown channel, and, as far 
possible, of the Polar Ocean into which it leads. 

We are hound to say that this duty appears, on the 

whole, to have been manfully and skillfully att- 1 

cd, though, from circumstances doubtless insurn 
able, but undoubtedly very unfortunate, it does ap¬

The first start was on the 17th of April. The 
general programme of the exploration appears to 
have been, that four sledging parties should proceed, 
two along the westward boundary of Wellington 
Channel, and two along its eastern shores; the for¬ 
mer two parties to divide into separate detachments, 
should the nature of the land at the head of the 
channel render it advisable to do so. 

Severe weather and failure of fuel drove this 
pedition back; and it did not finally start till 
5th of May. The parties then separated according 
to the plan indicated, Captain Penny taking a mid¬ 
dle course to the N.N.E., or, in other words, to the 
north-oastern extremity of Cornwallis Land—the 
western shore of Wellington Strait. The we~‘— 
exploring party, under Mr. Goousir, extended 
researches along the north-western shores of Corn¬ 
wallis and Bathurst Laud as far as the 99th dog. of 
west long. (This was the extreme westing reached 
by the Expedition in 1851). The eastern party, af¬ 
ter exploring along the shores of Barrow Strait in 
the direction of Cape Hurd, turned northward, and 
ultimately attained as high a latitude as 76 deg. 20 
min. north, and 97 deg. west long. Neither party 
found any trace of the Franklin navigators. 

Captain Penny was equally unsuccessful in the 
main object of search ; hut his route was marked by 
circumstances of peculiar interest. 

On the 17th of May, from a headland which af 
pears to form tho north-eastern extremity of Wel¬ 
lington Channel, situated in 76 deg. 2 min. north 
latitude, and 95 deg. 55 min. west longitude, the 
captain saw another strait opening, in which was 
twenty-five miles of clear water, with a point ofland 
in sight to the west, the dark sky over which indi¬ 
cated the presence of clear water to the extent of 
perhaps, t venty miles on the other side. 

Captain Penny appears to have lost no tii 
hastening back to the ships for procuring the means 
of launching on this unknown deep Owing to the 
absence of hands from the vessels, in consequence of 
tho numbers employed in the sledging expeditions, 
it was some time before this could be accomplished • 
but at length, on the 17th of June, the boat wai 
launched 105 miles to the north-west of Cape Ho 
tham; from this date to the 20th of July, Captain 
Penny states that 310 miles of eoast were examined 
by the boat under most disadvantageous circumstan¬ 
ces ; that provisions then fell short, and the party 
were compelled to return, abandoning their boat, 
and without having fallen on any vestige of the 
eing expedition. 

On their return on the 27th of July, they had the 

mortification to find that, owing to the ther- 

condition of Barrow's Strait, the ship, with 
eieney of hands, might have been released from the 
ice by the I5th of July. As it turned out, she r~ 
tinued ice-bound till the 10th of August, and 
days afterwards Captain Penny sailed home with the 
despatches. 

Captain Austin remains behind. Considering! 
from the result of the search of Wellington Strait 
by Captain Penny, and from the reports of the dif¬ 
ferent exploring parties, that Sir John Franklin did 
not prosecute his expedition to the southward and. 
westward of Wellington Strait, he does not, he says, 
“feel authorized to prosecute a further search in 
“ those directions,” and intends “ to proeeed with all 
“ dispatch to at tempt the search of Jones’s Sound," 
a channel leading from the north-west of Baffin’s 
Bay into the same Polar Ocean as that to which 
Wellington Channel forms apparently the 
enuo. With all submission, we cannot quite agree 
in this judgment. What is there to show that Sir 
John Franlkin, who is now proved incontestibly to 
have wintered at the South-eastern entrance of Wel¬ 
lington Strait, might not have passed through 
favourable season into those tracts of clear 
which, to Captain Penny’s surprise, opened 
him beyond the 76 deg. of north latitude, a 
long. 95 deg: west, and which, it is observable, had 
equally checked the advance of the sledging parties 
under Mr. Goodsir, in apparently about the same 
latitude, and in 99 deg. of west longitude 1 Into 
this ocean of blue water, extending thus free from 
ice as early as the latter part of May, why may not I 
Sir John Franklin have effected a passage ? lf[ 
there be a remote probability even that he -may 
have done so, ought we to rest satisfied till every en- j 
deavour has been made to launch into these unknown ] 
waters with a well-found and well-provisioned shi[ 
Had a steamer, for instance, been available for tl . 
purposes of the exploring party last summer, who 
can doubt that we might have got behind this great 
ice-belt of the Polar Archipelago, into the freer 
waters that extend, for aught that is known to the 
contrary, to the Pole itself? Conjecture cannot be 
satisfied, nor search exhausted, till a well-found and 
thoroughly equipped vessel—a steamer, we believe, 
will be alone adequ ate lo the requirements ot the 
case—has been fairly afloat on that clear water 
which Captain Penny saw stretching out to an in¬ 
definite extent from Point Surprise. To go back to 
Jones’s Sound, in order to enter a-fresh upon the field 
of investigation, seems to our minds a sacrifice of all 
the experience already gained in the exploration of 
'Wellington Channel. One thing is quite clear, it is

1 have seen nothing since to change this opinion, 
but many things to confirm it. You know that Sir 
John’s instructions gave him the alternative of this 
course, after making a decided effort to proceed to the 
southward and westward from the neighbourhood of 
Cape Walker, and I need not renew to yon the argu-, 
ments that have demonstrated his purpose to avail 
himself of this discretion. 

Now our own observation as well as all the informa¬ 
tion which we have derived from other sources, makes 
seem an almost unvarying faet that the ice holds 
nch longer in those parts of the Sound which are 
.... the west and sonth of Wellington Channel than 
in the Channel itself. 1 should think it quite safe to 
hat under ordinary circumstances the naviga- 
__ though obstructed and difficult, would be prac¬ 
ticable some weeks earlier by the northern than the 
western route. It seemed to me, too, very nearly j 
demonstrable from ascertained facts that the earlier 
leads occur on the eastern side of Wellington Chan¬ 
nel. The eorreDts from the Pole towards the Equa- 
tor are modified, of course, by the rotary movement 
of the earth, and our own experience during our long 
drift down the western shore of Baffin’s Bay, 
firmed the representations of all the whalers we 
that in the^ first months of the season the greater 
lasses of polar ice track their way along the west- 
cn coasts, leaving the eastern comparatively free. 
The position of Franklin's party in the winter of 
1845-6, has now been definitely ascertained. It was 
in the Cove between Cape Riley and the so-called 
Beechy Island, which is, in faet, a peninsula forming 
the south-eastern Cape of Wellington Channel. His 
encampment occupied the narrow strip of low land 
between Lancaster Sound and this Channel, and com¬ 
manded a full view of the ice-clad waters of both. 
The traces of his parties continued northwardly . We j 
even discovered the unmistakeable marks of sledges 
extending toward the north. These were, in one 
place, well defined on the shingle limestone, and 
farther on, in the hardened snow of former years. 
There can he no doubt, then, either that Sir John 
did in faet proceed north from his first wintering 
ground, or that, at least, he made observations in 
that direction to a considerable, and we do not know 
how great a distance. 

So much for deduction from the immediate results 
of your expedition, jointly with the British exploring 
parties:—! say jointly, for you are aware that all 
moved together, and that the discoveries at and near 
Cape Riley were made at the same time by gentle¬ 
men of both nations. 

Whether Sir John Franklin had penetrated to the 
southward and westward before making harbour at 
this point is a question of minor importance. We 
know that he wintered near the Great Channel, and 
from what all the world knows of the character of | 
Sir John it is not in the slightest degree probable 
that he would rest at Beechy after the ice had opened 
along the eastern shores of Wellington Inlet, in the 
mere hope of being able to penetrate to the south 
and west at some later period. If the iee did become 
detached he would avail himself of the earliest leads, 
even if he was resolved to return on his track when 
the season should be more advanced, in order then to 
push his way toward Cape Walker. He certainly 
did leave his quarters early in 1846, and there are 
some marks which might support the idea that he 
did so somnolent hastily, as if availing himself, of 
unexpected pathway. If there are no traces of 1 
in the direction of Cape Walker, as there are none 
later date than 1845-6 in the neighbourhood of 
Beechy, the inference seems to me irresistible that he

He might be able to do so without having encoun¬ 
tered any fatal accident. We were ourselves, as you 
know, caught nearly opposite poor Franklin’s first 
sojourn, and borne northward in the ice for fifteen 
days, directly against the theoretical currents, and 
with great rapidity. We saw, at this time, high and 
dome-like ranges of land tending north-westwardly 
ahead of us, in the latitude ol 76 deg., at least, and 
probably much farther. The axis of polar drift must 
then be more or less from the northwest, and must 
have its seats of greatest ice accumulation along the 
northern coast ol what we call Cornwallis’s Island. 
Into tho region north and west of this, whicl 
aught we know, may be open always, and which 
be open sometimes, as we know, a continuance of our 
drift for a few days longer, would have carried the 
American squadron; and it is not difficult to imagine 
that Sir John, if caught in the iee of Wellington 

Channel, may have been impelled by a like ..- : - 

the same direction—as, certainly, if he wa 
caught, he would follow the open water. I should 
say that he is now to be sought for north and west of 
Cornwallis’s Island. 

As to the chance of the destruction of his party by 
the casualties of iee, the return of our own party, af¬ 
ter something more than the usual share of them, is 
the only fact that I can add to what we knew when 
we set out. The hazards from cold and privation of, 
food may he almost looked upon as subordinate — 
The snow hut, the fire and light from the moss lamp 
fed with blubber, the seal, the narwhal, the white 
whale, and occasionally abundant stores of migratory 
birds, would sustain vigorous life. The scurvy, the 
worst visitation of explorers deprived of permanant 
quarters, is more rare in the depths of a polar winter 1 
than in the milder weather of the moist summer, and 
our two little vessels encountered both seasons with- 

My impressions are, I think, sufficiently definite as 
to the manner in whieh-such an expedition should 
proceed with reference to its great object, but I will 
not inflict on you a longer letter upon topics which it 
has not been within my official sphere to consider, 
and on which my. friends, the officers with whom 1 
have associated, are better qualified to decide than 
myself.

We publish below the Resolutions offered for dis¬ 
cussion at the Woman’s Rights Convention in Wor-1 
eester, last week, a letter from Miss Martineau, and 
an address from some French women nowin prison. 
Very long and full reports of the proceedings of the 
Convention are made in several of the daily papers 
Mr. Wendell Phillips said that the Resolu 
tions drawn up were oi a serious and important 
character, hut as the newspapers were in the habit j 
of publishing little of their proceedings but the Re¬ 
solutions, the committee were of opinion that some 
statements and arguments ought to be embodied in 
the Resolutions. Mr Phillips then read the following: 

Resolved, That, while we would not undervalue 
other methods, the right of suffrage for women is, 
our opinion, the corner-stone of this enterprise, sin__ 
we do not seek to protect women, hut rather to place 
her in a position to protect herself. 

Resolved, That it will be woman’s fault if, the bal¬ 
lot once in her hand, all the barbarous, demoralizing, 
and unequal law, relating to marriage and property, 
do not speedily vanish from the statute-book; and 
while we acknowledge that the hope of a share in 
the higher professions and profitable employments of 
society is one of the strongest motives to intellectual 
culture, we know, also, that an interest in political 
questions is an equally powerful stimulus; and we 
see, besides, that we do our best to insure education 
to an individual when we put the ballot into his 
hands, it being so clearly the interest of the commu- 
ity that one upon whose decisions depend its welfare 
..ad safety, should both have free access to the best 
means of education, and be urged to make 

Resolved, That we do not feel called upon to assert 
or establish, the equality of the Bexes, in an intellec¬ 
tual, or any other point of view; it is enough for our 
argument that natural and political justice and the 
“-’''■ns of English and American liberty alike deter- 
that rights and burdens—taxation and represen¬

Resolved, That so far from denying the overwhelm¬

the highest expediency to endow her with her full 
civil rights; since only then will she exercise this 
mighty 8 influence under a just sense of her duty and 
responsibility; the history of all ages bearing wit¬ 
ness that the only safe course for nations is to add 
open responsibility wherever there already exists un- 
observed powers.

Secondly, we see nothing ii 
the assertion that women, themselves, do not desiri 
a change, since we assert that superstitious fears, 
and dread of losing man’s regard, smother all frank 
expression on this point; and further, if it be their 
real wish to avoid civil life, laws to keep them out of 
it are absurd; no legislator having ever yet thought 
it necessary to compel people, by law, to follow their 
own inclination. 

Resolved, That it is absurd to deny all women theii 
civil rights because the cares of household and fami 
ly takes up all the time of some, as it would be ti 
exclude the whole male sex from Congress, because 
some men are sailors or soldiers, in active service,_ or 
merchants whose business requires all their attention 
and energies.
